asphyxiation,

IN?‘ECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


The  iacidence  of  infectious  disease  has  again  been  low. 

There  were  only  3 notifications  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis, 
all  arising  in  riythe,  and  there  was  one  death;  the  other  tvjo  ma  ^ 
excellent  recoveries., 

There  were  30  cases  of  dearie t fever  all  of  the  mild  type 
have  experienced  in  recent  yearsj  nine  were  removed  to  hospital  | 
and  the  rest  were  nursed  at  home.  There  was  a small  outbreatc  oi 
Food  poisonin-.ry  in  the  Elham  area  Yi/hen  8 persons  were  tahen  ill  ! 
after  eating  egg  and  meat  pie^  none  of  the  food  was  left  over  fol 
examination  and  no  causative  organism  was  isolated.  5 cases  of* 
bonne  dysentry  were  notified  and  none  of  Salmonella  infection.  ; 
1 case  of  Typhoid  fever  was  notified  the  patient  being  the  motheil 
of  a large  family  and  it  was  thought  the  infection  was  contract^' 
when  the  patient  visited  outside  the  areas  the  youngest  child  of'. 
the  family  also  contracted  the  disease  oefore  the  cause  of  the 
raotherfe  illness  was  known  but  no  other  case  arose.  19  cases  of^ 
Influenza  and  Pneumonia  were  notified. 


TUBERCUL08IS. 

There  were  a total  of  1 7 new  cases  notified  during  the  yean- 
seven  less  than  in  1952.  3 cases  were  removed  from  the  registe:! 
on  recovery  and  5 deaths  occurred  during  the  year.  20  cases  wel 
transferred  into  the  area  and  12  Yjere  transferred  out.  The  deajj. 
rate  for  tho  four  areas  was  0.15^  and  that  for  England  and  hales') 
VJBS  Oc.20. 


HOUbING-. 

Although  many  young  people  are  still  waiting  for  housesy  an 
new  applications  are  being  added  every  weekj  there  is  much  less 
distress  and  anxiety  about  the  matter  and  there  are  signs  that  w 
are  quickly  catching  up  with  the  demand.  The  rehousing  of  fami:6 
living  in  unsatisfactory  properties  is  noYi/  needing  immediate 
consideration..  The  Housing  Survey  of  some  years  ago  does  not 
give  a true  picture  of  tho  state  of  existing  propertleSy  for  in 
some  cases  repairs  and  improvements  have  been  carried  out  and  in 
others  further  deterioriation  has  taken  place.  Every  effort  is 
being  made  to  inspect  all  low  grade  properties  and  to  get 
improvements  carried  out  where  possiole  and  failing  this  to  reco  e 
aemolition 


CARS  Of-  OLE  PEOPLE . 


Hospital  accommodation  is  stil  very  difficult  to  obtain  buj 
in  one  of  two  urgent  cases  I have  been  concerned  with  beds  have  |’ 
been  pro-'cidad  at  short  notice  and  it  wo  .Id  seem  that  there  is  a i 
slight  easing  of  pressure  for  beds.  The  most  serious  difficult,!! 
is  in  getting  suitable  care  and  attention  for  old  persons  who 
though  not  physically  ill  are  failing  mentally  and  are  a menace  ,■ 
themselves  and  those  with  whom  they  live.  The  private  resident! il 
homes  for  old  persons  in  our  areas  are  always  full  and  are  doing! . 
useful  work.  There  are  a number  of  very  successful  Clubs  in  ths 
areasj,  and  a limited  amount  of  visiting  of  old  persons  takes  pla5. 
A long  felt  want  for  a chiropody  service  is  soon  to  be  fulfilled,. 
i;',r,  .I'.b.  oioendlove  of  Kythe  runs  a Red  Cross  Chiropody  Clinic  j. 

for  those  Yjho  belong  to  uhe  Friendship  Cluo  of  the  Society  and  hm 
is  to  start  one  for  the  old  folk  of  Hythe  in  the  near  future. 
Lymingey  ■■•yo  and  Lyrnpne  are  also  liicely  to  enjoy  this  service  an':, 
it  is  hoped  to  bring  this  really  essential  treatment  to  the  old  ! 
peoxcle  of  all  the  areas.  The  added  mobility  and  comfort  it  will! 
ensure  will  amply  repay  the  efforts  being  made  to  enlarge  the  l. 
service.  1- 


YJATER  AND  SEYifERAGE . 


Progress  In  improving  v;ater  supplies  and  in  installing  main 
drainage  have  been  made  in  the  three  rural  areas  and  other  schemes 
are  under  consideration*  Here  again  there  are  hopeful  signs  that 
the  schemes  held  up  for  so  long  may  noiiv  become  possible. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  as  vjater  is  laid  on  to  more  and  more 
properties  and  the  number  of  new  houses  increases  the  problem  of 
sewerage  becomes  an  increasingly  urgent  one.  There  are  many  of 
the  larger  villages  where  the  laying  of  sewers  is  a very  real 
necessity  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  schemes  novj  being  re- 
considered by  the  Councils  will  receive  ministry  approval  in  the 
near  future* 

An  average  of  about  85/o  of  properties  in  the  four  areas  are  on 
mains  Yiiater  {^9/o  in  Hythe  and  about  31  fo  in  the  three  rural  areas;* 

CIAAN  FOOD, 

Much  effort  in  all  areas  has  been  mode  to  improve  the  standard 
of  cleanliness  in  food  shops,  restaurants,  -public  houses  and  in  all 
premises  where  food  is  handled  and  prepared.  G-ood  results  have 
already  been  obtained,  especially  in  raising  the  standards  of  the 
more  primitive  and  illequipped  premises,  and  diis  should  result  in 
progressive  improvement  in  all  establishments.  The  retailing  of 
only  wrapped  ice  cream  is  urged  in  the  four  areas  and  the  standard 
of  samples  taken  for  o^caminat ion  has  been  good* 

One  small  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  involving  eight  persons 
arose  in  one  of  the  rural  areas  and  no  case  of  Salmonella  infection 
Vi/as  notified  during  the  year* 

Where  food  is  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  it  is 
in  the  main. taken  over  by  eastern  By-Products  Ltd.  and  bv 
Southern  By-Products  Ltd  and  appropriately  dealt  with. by  thorn. 

'.■iO  deplore  the'  continuopi;, Also.,  .of^  newspaper  for  wrapping  especially 
of  fish  and  meat  and  hope-  it  will  soon,  be  discontinued,

2nd  F'-riday  of  each  month,  in  the  afternoon.  Vaccinations 
are  also  done  at  the  same  time.  More  use  should  be  made  of 
these  services  for  only  slightly  more  than  50%  of  the  children 
have  been  either  immunised  or  vaccinated#

During 
the  year  1S53  five  extensions  of  water  mains  were  made  in 
the  parishes  of  Aldingtons  Bonnington,  Boughton  Aluph  and 
Warehorne,  Three  other  extensions  at  Sevingtonj  Smeeth  and 
Mersham  were  awaiting  commencement.  During  the  years  three 
other  extensions  at  Hampton  Lane,  Brabournej  BlackY\/all  Road 
Hinxhillyand  Old  Naccoltj  tvye  were  approved  for  grant  aid  and 
are  expected  to  be  completed  during  the  year  1954.

(4)  Control  of  Infestation. 

Rodent  'Control. 

117  infestations  witii  rats  and  mice  vi/ere  dealt  with  by  the 
Council’s  partntirao  Rodent  Operator*  Routine  baiting  and  gassing 
of  rats  on  the  Council’s  three  refuse  tipe  was  under taicen  and 
satisfactory  results  obtained*  An  annual  retest  of  the  Council *£' 
sewerage  systems  at  i-ycs  Harnstreety  Mersharn  and  Brabourne  nees 
gave  negative  results  with  the  e}:ception  of  a small  infestation 
at  Brabourne  Lees  Yi/hich  was  soon  cleared.  There  are  no  large 
scale  sources  of  rat  infestation  in  the  district* 

Insect  I nf e s tat i o n 

18  infestations  with  bugs,  fleas,  ants,  cockroaches,  flies, 
wasps,  etc,  were  dealt  with  partly  by  the  loan  of  sprayers  and 
powder  blowers  ’with  insecticides  and  by  the  giving  of  advise  on 
the  subject. 

(5)  Refuse  Collection  and  Ilisnosal. 

As  from  June,  1953?  the  collection  of  house  refuse  in  the 
larger  part  of  the  District  was  increased  from  one  a month  to 
once  a fortnight,  A weekly  collection  continues,  to  be  made  in 
the  town  area  of  vvye,  and  in  the  more  scattered  and  less  populated’ 
areas  there  is  a collection  once  every  28  days.  The  increased 
collections  of  refuse  replaced  a special  monthly  collection  of 
salvage  paper  which  had  become  uneconomic.  Limited  amounts  of 
salvage  paper  are  now  collected  at  the  same  time  as  house  refuse 
and  a special  compartment  of  the  refuse  vehicle  is  available  for 
this  purpose.  During  the  year  1953?  109  tons  of  paper  valued  at  ; 
£730.  and.  14^  cwts,  of  rags  valued  at  £l6.4*0d.  were  salvaged. 

Three  refuse  tips  are  in  use  for  the  disposal  of  house  refuse, 
the  first  being  near  Drylands  farm,  Molash,  the  second  at  i/'ahito 
Hill,  Boughton  Aluph  and  the  third  at  the  x^ent  County  Quarry, 
Aldington*  Two  of  these  refuse  tips  consist  of  large  disused 
chalic  pits  and  the  other  is  the  disused  part  of  a rock  quarry.

Hop  Pickers  Camps,. 

Little  change  has  taken  place  in  these  camps  during  the'  year, 
but  improvements  in  detail  have  been  suggested  and  adopted. 

The  accommodation  for  hop  icicmers  consists  of  some  649  huts 
with  cookhouse  and  closet  accommodation  at  13  camps  all  of  which 
are  situated  in  the  parish  of  Ghilham  and  the  number  of  imported 
pickers  occuipyiiig  these  is  about  2,000.  The  huts  generally  are 
in  a fair  and  weatherproof  conditioc.,  some  however,  are  of  a more 
modern  type  than  others.  Hater  supplies  are  almost  entirely  from 
the  main  supply  and  sufficient  for  the  ordinary  needs  of  the 
picicers.  s-ith  the  exception  of  a few  pail  closets  the  closet 
accommodation  is  entirely  of  the  portable  type.  In  spite  of  a 
drive  to  improve  the  hygiene  and  general  amenities  of  the  camps 
during  occupation  very  little  improvement  resulted.  The  pickers 
continued  to  neglect  to  use  the  refuse  receptacles  provided  and 
much  litter  of  food  and  paper  was  at  all  times  present.  In  some 
cases  certain  families  combined  to  use  and  keep  clean  the  closets 
which  served  their  part  of  the  camp  but  other  closets  inspected 
were  in  some  cases  very  fouled  and  unpleasant. 

First-aid  dispensaries  continue  their  good  work  at  certain  of 
i,he  camps  and  are  provided  by  the  Church  of  England  Mission  to  Hop 
Picxers  and  by  the  Ashford  Branch  of  the  British  Red  Gross  Society 


Inspections  of  the  Gamps  were  made  during  occupation  by  Dr. 
H.M.  Elliott  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  by  the  oanitary  Inspector.  A total  of  43  visits  were 
made  to  the  ca.mps  during  the  season.
